KEITH  LOCKHART 


CONDUCTOR  OF  THE  BOSTON  POPS 
ESPLANADE  ORCHESTRA 


In  his  13th  season  with  the  Boston  Pops, 

conductor  Keith  Lockhart  has  conducted  more 
than  1 ,000  concerts  with  the  world- 
renowned  orchestra.  Named 
the  Pops  20th  conductor  in  February 
1993,  Lockhart  has  made  television 
shows,  led  the  Pops  on  several  national 
and  international  tours,  and  recorded 
Grammy-nominated  albums. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y., 
in  November  1959,  Keith 
Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at 
the  age  of  seven.  Lockhart 
holds  degrees  from  Furman 
University  in  Greenville, 
S.C.  and  Carnegie-Mellon 
University  in  Pittsburgh, 
PA.  Before  coming  to 
Boston,  Lockhart  served 
as  associate  conductor 
ol  both  the  Cincinnati 
Symphony  and  Cincinnati 
Pops  orchestras.  He  has  also 
served  as  music  director  of  the 
Utah  Symphony  since  1998  and

will  conclude  his  tenure  there  after  the  2008-09  season. 

While  in  Utah,  Lockhart  and  the  Utah  Symphony  performed 
at  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

With  the  Boston  Pops,  Lockhart  has  made  65  television 
shows,  including  38  new  programs  lor  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops, 
the  annual  July  Fourth  spectacular,  and  the  orchestra’s  annual 
holiday  special.  He  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on  30  national 
tours,  four  overseas  tours  ol  Japan  and  Korea,  and  in 
performances  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  Radio  City  Music  Hall. 
Under  his  direction,  the  orchestra  has  performed  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas 
across  the  country,  including  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in 
New  Orleans  for  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  . 

Lockhart  and  the  Pops  have  recorded  eight  albums  with  RCA 
Victor,  including  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic  Album 
and  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album.  They 
have  also  released  three  self-produced  albums,  including 
America  and  Oscar  & Tony. 

As  a guest  artist,  Lockhart  has  conducted  major  orchestras  in 
a number  of  cities,  including  Baltimore,  Chicago,  Singapore, 
Toronto,  and  New  York.  In  October  2006,  Lockhart  was 
awarded  the  Bob  Hope  Patriot  Award  from  the  Congressional 
Medal  ol  Honor  Society.

I.  What  has  it  been  like  having  the  high  school  contestants  perform  with  you  and  the  Pops?

But,  as  they 
say.. .it's  all  good!  Great  rock  bands,  alternative  singer/songwriters,  folkies,  country  and  bluegrass...it's  all  at  home  with  the  Pops. 


3.  Is  there  anyone  you  would  like  to  see  perform  with  the  Pops  who  has  not  before? 

Hope  they  are  reading  this  interview:  Billy  Joel,  Bruce  Springsteen,  Eric  Clapton,  Aretha  Franklin. 
C'mon  guys... I can  promise  you  a great  experience! 


4.  Do  you  get  nervous  before  you  go  onstage? 

No.. .if  I did,  I might  be  in  the  wrong  business!  I get  anticipatory  and,  if  circumstances  warrant,  a little  edgy. 

This  is  what  I love  to  do;  this  is  where  I love  to  do  it.. .why  would  I be  nervous? 

5.  You  mentioned  you  are  an  avid  skier;  do  you  have  a favorite  place  to  ski? 

Since  1 998,  I've  been  Music  Director  of  the  Utah  Symphony  in  Salt  Lake  City  where  I spend  a good  deal  of  my  time 
when  not  with  the  Pops.  I have  therefore  gotten  a little  spoiled  on  great  Utah  snow.  It’s  been  a while  since  I have  skied 
back  East  but,  when  I did,  Stowe  and  Sunday  River  were  favorites.

THE  PERFORMERS  I CRAIG  FERGUSON 

Craig  Ferguson  entered  the  world  of  late  night 

comedy  following  a diverse  and  eclectic  career  that 
encompasses  film,  television  and  the  stage.  Since  taking 
the  helm  of  The  Late  Late  Show  with  Craig  Ferguson  on 
January  3,  2005,  the  show  has  set  all-time  viewer  records 
and  achieved  the  highest  ratings  since  the  shows 
inception  in  1995. 

Born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  Ferguson  got  his  start  in  the 
entertainment  industry  as  a drummer  for  some  of  the 
worst  punk  bands  in  the  U.K.,  a profession  he  held  for 
several  years.  Following  his  musical  stint,  he  began 
bartending  in  a local  pub  in  Glasgow  where  he  was 
introduced  to  Michael  Boyd,  the  artistic  director  of 
The  Iron  Theatre  in  Glasgow,  who  persuaded  Ferguson 
to  give  acting  a go.  After  several  low-paying  acting  gigs, 

Ferguson  discovered  he  had  a knack  for  comedy  and 
was  soon  the  star  of  his  own  BBC  television  show. 

The  Ferguson  Theory. 

After  several  stints  on  the  English  comedy  circuit, 

Ferguson  brought  his  act  to  America  in  1995  to  star  with 
Betty  White  and  Marie  Osmond  in  the  short-lived  ABC 
comedy  Maybe  This  Time.  After  the  show  ended,  ABC 
decided  to  add  the  talented  Scotsman  to  The  Drew  Carey 
Show , playing  Drew  Carey’s  boss,  Nigel  Wick,  from 
1996-2003. 

Ferguson  wrote  the  feature  films  The  Big  Tease  and  Saving  Grace.  In  2003,  he 
made  his  directorial  debut  with  I’ll  Be  There,  which  he  also  wrote  and  starred  in. 

I came  to  Boston  from  Kansas  I'll  Be  There  "Went  on  to  receive  the  Audience  Award  for  Best  Film  at  the  Aspen, 

specifically  for  this  event  and  was  Dallas,  and  Valencia  film  festivals.  Craig  was  also  named  “best  new  director  at 

not  disappointed.  Leawood,  KS  the  Napa  Valley  Film  Festival.  Ferguson’s  other  film  credits  include,  Niagara 

Motel , Lenny  the  Wonder  Dog,  Prendimi  Tanima,  Life  Without  Dick,  Chain  of  Fools, 
Born  Romantic  and  The  Big  Tease. 

In  April  2006,  Ferguson  debuted  his  first  novel  entitled  Between  The  Bridge  and  The  River,  which  became  a critically 
acclaimed  bestseller. 

Since  coming  into  his  own  on  the  The  Late  Late  Show  with  Craig  Ferguson  and  winning  his  first  Emmy  nomination  in  2006, 
Craig  achieved  a personal  milestone  in  February  2008  when  he  was  sworn  in  as  a US  Citizen.  Soon  after,  Craig  hosted  the 
White  House  Correspondents’  Dinner,  where  critics  raved  of  his  witty  and  comical  deliverance  speech  to  the  3,000  attendees 
who  included  political  journalists,  celebrities,  and  Washington’s  power  players. 

In  Fall  of  2009  Harper  Collins  is  set  to  publish  a memoir  by  Craig  Ferguson  “American  On  Purpose”  — a moving  and 
achingly  funny  memoir  of  living  the  American  dream  as  he  journeys  from  a small  town  in  Scotland  to  the  entertainment 
capital  of  the  world.  “American  on  Purpose’  reads  as  if  Ferguson  had  snorted  Angela’s  Ashes,  ” says  David  Hirshey,  Senior 
Vice  President  and  Executive  Editor.  “It  will  make  you  laugh,  cry,  and  sing  ‘The  Star  Spangled  Banner’  with  a Scottish  burr.” 

Ferguson  also  serves  on  the  board  of  the  Lollipop  Theater  Network.  The 
mission  of  the  Lollipop  Theater  Network  is  to  bring  movies  that  are  currently 
in  theatrical  release  to  hospitalized  children  facing  chronic  and  life  threatening

With  a crew  of  more  than  1,000  enlisted 
men  and  women  and  73  officers,  USS 
Bataan  (LHD-5)  has  traveled  from  its  homeport 
of  Norfolk,  VA  to  celebrate  the  Fourth  of  July  here 
in  Boston.  Additionally,  Bataan’s  honor  guard  will 
be  presenting  the  American  flag  this  evening. 

USS  Bataan  is  a Wasp-class  amphibious  assault 
ship  and  the  second  U.S.  Navy  vessel  to  bear  the 
name.  Under  the  command  of  Captain  Rick 
Snyder,  the  principal  mission  of  Bataan  is  to 
enable  the  Navy/Marine  Corps  team  to 
accomplish  a seamless  transition  from  the  sea  to 
a land  battle.  Bataan  serves  as  the  command  ship 
of  an  Expeditionary  Strike  Group  (ESG).  At  844 
feet  long,  Bataan  is  fully  capable  of  conducting 
an  amphibious  assault,  advance  force  and  special 
purpose  operations,  as  well  as  non-combatant 
evacuation  and  other  humanitarian  missions.

Fireworks  by  the  Numbers: 

■ The  number  of  shells  and  devices  used  each  year  is  over  15,000. 

■ The  total  number  of  pounds  of  pyrotechnics  is  more  than  21,000. 

■ The  highest  actual  firework  sent  into  the  sky  is  a 12-inch  shell  with  a 
diameter  of  1,500  feet. 

■ The  total  weight  of  equipment  and  pyrotechnics  for  the  production  is 
I 72,000  pounds. 

■ The  total  number  of  digital  cues  given  throughout  the  show  is 
over  4,400 

■ The  farthest  distance  that  the  show  can  be  seen  is  two  to  three  miles, 
depending  on  the  sight  lines. 

■ The  required  time  to  load  and  wire  the  show,  including  the  construction 
phase,  is  approximately  eight  days.  For  the  “live"  portion,  the  load  in  is 
four  days. 

■ The  total  number  of  pyrotechnic  crew  on  the  team  is  nine. 

■ The  total  man-hours  used  in  the  creative  portion,  pre-production  and 
on-site  production  is  over  2,800  hours. 


History  of  Fireworks 

Fireworks  originated  in  China 
some  2,000  years  ago.  The  most 
prevalent  legend  has  it  that 
fireworks  were  discovered  or 
invented  by  accident  by  a 
Chinese  cook  working  in  a field 
kitchen  who  happened  to  mix 
charcoal,  sulphur  and  saltpeter 
(all  commonly  found  in  the 
kitchen  in  those  days).  The 
mixture  burned,  and  when 
compressed  in  an  enclosure 
(a  bamboo  tube),  it  exploded. 

A Chinese  monk  named  Li  Tian 
is  credited  with  the  invention  of 
firecrackers  about  1 ,000  years 
ago.  China  continues  to  be  the 
largest  manufacturer  and 
exporter  of  fireworks  in  the 
world  today.

As  a very  special  acknowledgment  of  the  anniversary,  the  US  Postal

This  limited  postmark  cancellation  will  be  available  only  on  the  4th 
of  July  and  will  become  a treasured  souvenir.  The  postmark  will  be 
distributed  at  a temporary  philatelic  station  operated  by  the  US 
Postal  Service,  located  on  the  Esplanade. 

Along  with  the  postmark,  the  US  Postal  Service  will  create  a 5'A  x 8'A 
cachet,  a postcard-style  memento  that  will  feature  the  postmark,  an 
individually  screened  photo  of  the  Hatch  Shell,  and  a Boston’s 
Fourth  of  July  fireworks  postage  stamp  (see  right).  Boston  4 
Productions  plans  to  sell  these  cachets  at  tents  on  site  for  $6.

THE  BOSTON  POPS 
FIREWORKS  SPECTACULAR 


★ BOATING:  Boats  will  not  be  allowed  in  any  of  the 
lagoons  and  will  not  be  able  to  anchor  within  100  feet  of 
shore.  As  always,  there  will  be  a safety  zone  around  the 
fireworks  barges.  Boats  may  not  anchor  or  transit  through 
the  fireworks  barge  safety  zone  from  July  2nd  - July  5th. 

A transit  channel  will  be  set  up  along  the  Boston  and 
Cambridge  sides  of  the  river  until  9:00  PM  on  July  4th.  At 
that  time,  no  boats  will  be  allowed  to  transit  past  the  barges 
until  1 1:30  PM.  After  the  fireworks,  the  Craigie  Drawbridge 
by  the  Museum  of  Science  at  the  Charles  River  Dam  will 
not  open  for  boat  traffic  until  July  5th  at  1:00  AM.  Smaller 
vessels  may  exit  after  the  event;  those  over  12  feet  in  height 
must  stay  west  of  the  Longfellow  Bridge  and  wait  until  the 
Craigie  Drawbridge  opens  at  1:00  AM. 

★ FOOD:  There  are  food  vendors  in  both  Boston  and 
Cambridge  location.  Ail  vendors  are  permitted  by  and  come 
under  the  control  of  the  State’s  Department  of  Conservation 
and  Recreation. 

★ HANDICAP  SERVICES:  A shuttle  will  be  provided 
from  a designated  parking  location  at  Mass  Eye  and  Ear 
Infirmary.  A handicapped  placard  is  required  to  enter  the 
parking  lot.  The  shuttle  will  run  on  July  4th  starting  at 
10:00  AM  and  run  to  6:00  PM  or  until  the  lot  is  full. 
Reserved  seating  for  people  with  disabilities:  each  person 
may  bring  one  guest  on  a “first-come,  first-served”  basis. 
Once  the  area  is  filled,  no  additional  people  will  be 
admitted.  Wheelchair-accessible  restrooms  are  available. 

★ LOST  CHILDREN:  Always  contact  a uniformed  person 
for  assistance.  Children  lost  at  the  event  are  brought  to  one 
of  the  Lost  Children  Tents  located  in  Boston  and 
Cambridge.  Event  volunteers  and  a Massachusetts  State 
Police  Trooper  staff  each  tent. 

★ MEDICAL:  Emergency  Medical  Services  personnel  are 
positioned  in  Boston  and  Cambridge  to  service  the  event. 

As  a precautionary  measure  against  the  heat,  Boston  EMS 
operates  mist  tents  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  and 
Recreation  sets  up  a water  spray  on  Storrow  Drive. 

★ MERCHANDISE:  Official  event  merchandise  will  be  sold 
on  July  3rd  and  July  4th.  See  page  12  for  more  information. 
Proceeds  from  the  merchandise  go  back  into  the  event. 

★ OVAL  AREA:  Th  is  is  the  area  located  from  the  front  of 
the  concession  stand  to  the  Hatch  Shell  and  is  a restricted 
area.  Those  seeking  admittance  should  prepare  to  have  bags 
and  coolers  checked  and  their  person  searched  before 
entering  the  area.  Those  allowed  to  enter  will  be  given  a 
wristband,  which  must  be  worn  at  all  times  during  the 
event,  to  ensure  access  in  and  out  of  the  secure  Oval  area.

The  Oval  area  is  closed  when  it  becomes  full,  which  is 
usually  by  2:00  PM  on  July  4th.  No  additional  wristbands 
will  be  distributed  for  the  secured  Oval  area  when  it  has 
reached  capacity.  If  you  lose  your  wristband  you  will  only 
be  admitted  into  the  secure  area  if  there  are  additional 
wristbands  available.

★ PUBLIC  TRANSPORTATION:  For  MBTA  information, 
call  617-222-3200.  On  the  Boston  side,  the  two  closest 

T stations  are  Charles  Street  Circle  for  the  Red  line  and 
Berkeley  Street  for  the  Green  line.  On  the  Cambridge  side, 
Kendall  and  Central  Square  stations  on  the  Red  line  are 
nearby.  On  July  4th  after  10:30  PM,  all  MBTA  buses  and 
trains  will  be  free  to  the  public. 

★ RESTROOMS:  There  are  over  350  portable  restrooms 
located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  Handicap-accessible  rest 
rooms  are  at  all  locations. 

★ SOUND:  There  are  ten  sound  towers  on  the  Boston  side 
of  the  river,  ten  in  Cambridge,  and  two  on  the  Mass  Ave. 

Bridge  to  project  the  concert  and  the  fireworks  music. 

I he  sound  system  is  operational  in  Boston  from  noon  to 
1 1:00  PM  on  the  Fourth,  during  which  public  service 
announcements  and  recorded  music  are  also  broadcast. 

The  sound  in  Cambridge  is  operational  after  6:00  PM. 

★ TV  AND  RADIO  BROADCAST:  The  Boston  Pops 
Fireworks  Spectacular  can  be  seen  locally  on  WBZ  TV  from 
8:00  PM  to  1 1 :00  PM.  The  nation  joins  the  telecast  at 
10:00  PM  on  the  CBS  Television  Network.  The  concert  and 
fireworks  score  are  broadcast  on  WBZ  News  Radio  1030 
and  Classical  WCRB  99.5. 

★ WEATHER:  The  Unified  Command  Center  monitors 
weather.  Should  severe  weather  arise,  the  concert  could  be 
cancelled  without  a rain  date  and  the  fireworks  would  be 
rescheduled  for  July  5th  at  9:30  PM.  Weather  forecasts  will 
be  announced  over  the  event’s  public  address  system.

Boston  4 Productions  is  the  organization 
responsible  for  all  phases  of  the  Boston  Pops 
Fireworks  Spectacular,  known  as  America’s 
premier  Independence  Day  celebration. 

The  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular  was  conceived  in 
September  of  1973  when 
David  Mugar  suggested  to  famed 
Boston  Pops  Conductor  Arthur 
Fiedler  that  in  order  to  revive  the 
diminishing  Esplanade  concert  series  it  might  be  a 
good  idea  to  play  Tchaikovsky’s  “1812  Overture” 
with  a few  added  extras.  For  the  next  Fourth  of 
July,  howitzer  cannons,  fireworks,  and  church  bells 
were  all  added  to  the  concert  so  that,  as  Fiedler 
said,  “All  Hell  could  break  loose.”  And,  for  the  first 
time  a July  Fourth  Fireworks  display  took  place  over 
the  Charles  River. 

Today,  300,000  visitors  attend  the  celebration  each 
year  while  another  seven  million  tune  in  nationally 
on  the  CBS  Television  Network  to  view  the  event 
live  during  a one-hour  primetime  special.  Locally, 
the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular  is  an 
institution  seen  on  WBZ-TV  Channel  4 from 
8:00  PM  to  11:00  PM. 

While  the  Fourth  of  July  is  the  cornerstone  of  the 
organization,  Boston  4 Productions  is  involved  in 
many  other  well-known  Boston  events,  including 
Boston’s  Family  Fireworks  on  New  Year’s  Eve  on 
Boston  Common.
